It is interest- 
ing and instructive, containing many 
observations, statistics and hints .on 
fir« prevention, that should be care- 
fully read and acted ;upon by every 
citizen of Newark. 


The report follows:

I have the .honor ,as chief engi- 


neer, to submit my-anriual report: of 
the conditions and operations of the 
fire department of this city, for the

Cleanup days have un- 


doubtedly reduced the fire loss, but 
the fact that there is need of an an- 
nual cleanup is. ample 
proof that 


there is a greater need 
for 
more 


frequent cleanups. This should be. a 
daily task. Waste; rubbish 'and com- 
bustibles should not be allowed ^.o 
accumulate. Most fires are. preverjA- 
able. 
Individual carelessness is tfe; 


chief cause. Education of the pub- 
lic is the remedy. 
This should be 


carried into the home and 
should 


begin with the child. Thus would 
the great danger of fires be graphi- 
cally presented to the child 
mind, 


order to- show the 'great need for 


fire prevention, and. what is neirig 
done:"tO' establisfr'the*fire-Haiard'sTT 
quote the following from: report of 
State Fire Marshal, for month of No- 
vember, 1916: Fires, reported to State 
office 449.

Fire Prevention Hints. 


A very dangerous heater used in 


many homes is the open grate. The 
ilothing of women is usually select- 
ed by this devouring demon. 
This 


should be remembered by placing a 
screen fender before fire. These can 
be purchased at a trifling cost. 


Burning rubbish is also a haxard- 


ous practice. After fire is supposed- 
ly extinct the dying embers are quite 
often fanned into new life by winds, 
scattering fire brands in the form of 
sparks over the entire neighborhood. 


I am compelled to repeat my for- 


mer warning in regard to chimneys 
whose use have been changed from 
gas to coal. This should not be done 
intil thorough inspection is made. 
When gas has been iised for many 
years chimneys are unfitted for' any 
other form of fuel. 


Oil soaked mops should not be put 


away where they will be to any ex- 
tent confined. 
A fire may possibly 


result. 


I desire to sound a timely warn- 


ing to those, if any, who permit the 
storage of gasoline within buildings. 
This practice is a direct violation of 
both Ohio Statutes and city ordin- 
ance and is criminal in its nature. 
Our response to fire calls is beset by 
many so-called necessary . hazzards.
